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WHY GROW

‘B.C. Should Pay’ 


For Auditorium 


Victoria electricians’ union 
leader Jack Driscoll today 
ealled on city council to ask 
the B.C. government to. build 
an auditorium -— he estimated 
it would est about $5,500,000 
—within Greater ViVctoria. 

He said the provincial gov- 
ernment should pay the full 
cost becduse “the province as 
a whole would benefit from 
the amount of business such 
an auditorium would bring 
here.” 5 

He thought the auditorium — 
with a suggested 3,000-person 
capacity —- should be located 
{somewhere in the Gordon 
| #lead area 

Mr. Driscoll, who has tong 
agitated for a civic auditor- 
jum, said the Alberta govern- 
iment recently bought $5,500, 
000 auditoriums for Calgary 
and Edmonton, with no charge 
to either city. 


“It's a disgrace that a city | 
like Victoria,’ that calis itself 
one of the major convention 
cities of the continent, should 
not have a decent-sized gudi- 
torium,” 

The auditorium envisaged by 
Mr. Driscoll would cover 1.5 
acres of ground, with a stage , 
120 ‘feet wide. The front stalls 
would seat 1.268 people, tRe 
upper lobby 825 and the bal- 
cony promenade 657. 

It could be used, he said, for , 
opera, symphonies, stage pres- 
entations, exhibitions, movies, 
banquets, art displays and 
other social gatherings, as well 
as conventions. 

The electricians’ official 
thought such an auditorium 
would take one or two years 
to build, employing some 46 
electricians among the labor 
force.
